AIR SQUADRON USED
BY FRENCH IN ATTACK

Twenty Fast Armored Aem-[
planes Lead Way and Do
Great Work

(United Press staff correspondent.)

Puriy, Sept, 18.—For the first time i
the Mistory of the workl, the French
usiéd an aeroplane squadron to lead 'Iin'i
sucaesstul attack on the village of Bou:
chavesnes, north of the Somme, it was
lerrned today.

Twenty fast armored neroplanes, caeh
mounting three machine guns, one point
ing forward and two downward, charged
the German lines before the French In-
fantry left their trenches,

Flying high above thie charging nir
¢olumn, were Freneh avintion officers
who directed the nttnck severnl handred
feet below in much the same muanver
that an officer direets an infuotry
charge from o sheltered dugout.

The French flvers swooped low over
the German lines as the artillery lifted
and raked the German trenches with a'
murderous fire. Prisoners report that
this form of attack had a remarkable
effeat upon the Germans who htd sur-
vived the artillerying and were awsit.
